Senate Rejects Flood 
Control Amendment; 
Cop e Among Projects 


WASHINGTON UP) — If the 
Eisenhower adm inistration’s first 
flood control and waterways p ro­ 
gram is to be exp anded in any ap ­ 
p reciable degree, the Senate will 
have to do it—the Hou se has .flatly 
declined. 
The Hou se Wednesday beat back 
amendment after a m e n d m e n t 
which sou ght to add a total of 
nearly 41 million dollars to the 
civil fu nctions bill. 
As p assed by* the Hou se, the bill 
carries a total of $416,39 1,000 for 
the year starting Ju ly 1. Of this 
$39 9 ,28 4,100 is for flood control 
and navigation p rojects. 
Former President Tru m an rec­ 
ommended $661,524,100 for flood 
control and navigation in his bu dg­ 
et last Janu ary. President Eisen­ 
hower in Ap ril revised this down­ 
ward to $479 ,49 0,100. 
The Hou se Ap p rop riations Com­ 
mittee last week trimmed this to 
$39 8 ,8 8 4,100—a 40 p er cent cu t 
from the Tru man bu dget and a 17 
p er cent cu t u nder the Eisenhower 
bu dget. 
However, in trimming the Eisen­ 
hower bu dget some 8 0 million dol­ 
lars, the committee said the army 
engineers have 8 0 millions in u n­ 
sp ent fu nds they can u se.

Amateur gardeners alone can 
enjoy the luxury of young vegeta­ 
bles. They cannot be found in 
ihe markets because buyers pre- 
ier big 
ones, 
and the young 
vegetables do not keep well. 
By picking vegetables as soon 
as they are large enough to 
serve, which may mean when 
naif grown, the amateur pro 
ongs the harvest, and learns 
ibout delicious flavor which can- 
lot be preserved. 
Until it reaches full maturity 
the best place for any vegetable 
is growing in the garden rather 
than frozen, or in a refrigerator 
But those that grow fast, espe­ 
cially, should be harvested be­ 
fore full maturity, because after 
that point they begin to deteri 
urate. Timing is the secret of en 
toying quality from your own 
garden. 
Pick radishes before they turn 
?ithy. Carrots as large as your 
ittle finger make a dish long re­ 
membered. Beets just forming, 
'ooked with their leaves, are de- 
icious. If you pick snap beans 
jefore seed have begun to show* 
n the pods, they are at the top 
)f tenderness and flavor, and the 
uushes will keep bearing until in­ 
jects or disease kills them. 
While parsnips 
retain their 
quality even after the ground 
reezes, they are delicious when 
very young. All summer squash, 
ncluding the zucchini, cocozelle 
and Turk's cap varieties, are at 
-heir best when only a few days 
Did; and if these young fruits 
are kept picked off. the nlant will 


produce 
almost 
as

weight as when fruits are al­ 
lowed to reach full maturity. 
There is a certain point when 
peas reach the height of their 
sweetness, and the gardener who 
has learned to know the signs, 
and harvests peas to be cooked 
within an hour, will feast upon 
a dish of rare perfection.

Never 
let the leaves grow' longer than 
10 inches: w'hen they grow larg­ 
er, cut them off and throw away, 
to encourage tender new ones 
that replace them. New Zealand 
spinach, another a l l - s u m m e r 
green, makes huge bushes, but 
only the tips of the stems should 
be cut off for cooking. A few 
plants will supply the family, 
because new

will constantly be formed. 
In contrast to all these, toma­ 
toes should be allowed to stay 
on the home garden plants long­ 
er than they do on the commer­ 
cial grower’s, because they are 
picked for the market before 
they are ripe.

Management of Water Can 
Make or Ruin a Garden 


A Canvas Hose Leaking Through Its Mesh Acts as a Portable 
Irrigation Ditch. 


The most important garden im­ 
plement during the summer is 
the garden hose, end the most 
important task for the gardener 
s using it properly. 
Home gardens are grown in 
>ractice under irrigation 
and 
an be made immune from the 
ffects of drouth. Farm irriga- 
on, 
which began in 
desert 
reas, is now spreading through- 
>ut the country, since it has been 
>roved to provide profitable in­ 
surance against a lack of rain. 
In the garden the hose should 
be used to provide water when­ 
ever sufficient rain does not fall 
as needed. 
Research workers 
generally agree that the amount 
of water required by gardens is 
one inch each week. Comparing 
these figures it would seem that 
in many sections normal rain 
should provide almost all the wa­ 
ter gardens need, but this is not 
true. The reason is that rain does 
not fall with the regularity that 
garden plants require. 
When one heavy rain brings 
half the month's quota of mois­ 
ture, as may happen, the effects 
on the garden may be disastrous 
instead of helpful. When so much 
water falls that the roots of 
plants are under water for long 
periods, plants may drown. Roots 
need air as much as moisture, 
and standing water excludes air. 
This is the reason soil should 
be porous, allowing water and 
air to enter it freely. When wa­ 
ter floods soil briefly, the plants 
are not injured, and as water 
drains away, air enters. 
The 
roots are stimulated to grow in 
pursuit of the receding mois­ 
ture, and they find new plant 


food in deeper soil at the same 
time. 
This perhaps oversimple ex­ 
planation of the problem will 
indicate the pattern that ama­ 
teurs should follow in irrigating 
their gardens. Use the garden 
hose to soak the soil whenever 
rain does not provide 1 inch of 
water each week. For some rea­ 
son, it takes more water from a 
hose, to produce the same ef­ 
fect as a 1-inch rainfall. Perhaps 
atmospheric humidity is the ex­ 
planation, since the air is dry 
when you irrigate. There is no 
convenent way for the amateur 
to measure irrigation, except by 
making sure the soil is wet six 
inches deep by each application. 
In the vegetable garden it is 
always best to apply the water 
directly to the soil surface, rbth- 
er than sprinkling the leaves of 
the plants. When you must sprin­ 
kle do it while the sun is shining, 
so that the leaves will dry before 
nightfall, because fungus growth 
is stimuated when leaves remain 
damp long. 
The best method of applying 
water directly to the soil is by 
using a canvas hose which leaks 
at every pore, and distributes the 
water evenly over the length of 
the hose. 
If soluble plant food is to be 
applied to the leaves of your 
garden plants, do it in the sun­ 
shine. The addition of a spread­ 
ing agent to the plant food solu­ 
tion is recommended to increase 
absorption by the leaves. Such 
spreaders are sold for mixing 
with insecticide sprays 
Skim 
milk is also used for this purpose 
by farmers.

Put Clouds in Your Picture 
C 
LOUDS in the sky don t always 
mean gray days. Often they are 
fleecy white and billowy, adding 
beauty to a clear blue sky 
They may play a big part tn 
making us decide to picture a cer­ 
tain scene—and it is disappointing 
to find that the finished picture is 
completely cloudless. To avoid such 
disappointment, you use a simple 
filter. It’s known as a sky filter 
and will go a long way toward 
giving your scenic snapshots a 
professional touch. You can use 
one on practically any camera. 
Of course, the filter doesn't put 
clouds in your picture by magic 
The principle on which it works is 
simple and straightforward. The 
filter lets all the light through to 
the lens of the camera, with the 
exception of some of the blue light 
from the sky, which it absorbs 
By cutting out some of the blue 
light, the sky is darkened and 
thus the clouds become more out­ 
standing. 


While we re on the subject of 
accessory items- there are others 
which can also be used most effec­ 
tively even in the most casual 
snapshooting. In common with the 
sky filter, they have the advan­ 
tage of being easy to use and in­ 
expensive. One of the most impor­ 
tant of these, as I’ve pointed out 
in previous columns, is the close- 
up attachment Another is the auto 
release, which allows everyone to 
be in the picture. You place the 
camera on a tripod or other solid 
support, find your picture m the 
viewfinder, set the auto release, 
and you have 10 seconds in which 
to take your place in the picture 
At that point the auto release 
snaps the picture for you. 
These little gadgets are fun to 
use, and well worth the small cost 
Next time you’re going to your 
photo dealer’s, take your camera 
along and talk to him about the 
various accessories you can use 
with it.

By picking vegetables as soon 
as they are large enough

ongs the harvest,

Until it reaches fuli maturity 
the best place for any vegetable 
is growing in the garden rather 
than frozen, or in a refrigerator. 
But those that grow fast, espe­ 
cially, should be harvested be­ 
fore full maturity, because after 
that point they begin to deteri­ 
orate. Timing is the secret of en- 
loying quality from your own 
garden. 
Pick radishes before they turn 
oithy. Carrots as large as your 
ittle finger make a dish long re- 
nembered.

Management of Water Can 
Make or Ruin a Garden

The most important garden im­ 
plement during the summer is 
the garden hose, rnd the most 
Important task for the gardener 
s using it properly. 
Home gardens are grown in 
jractice under irrigation 
and 
an be made immune from the 
ffects of drouth.

ut the country, since it has been 
»roved to provide profitable in­ 
surance against a lack of rain. 
In the garden the hose should 
be used to provide water when­ 
ever sufficient rain does not fall 
as needed. 
Research workers 
generally agree that the amount 
of water required by gardens is 
one inch each week. Comparing 
these figures it would seem that 
in many sections normal rain 
should provide almost all the wa­ 
ter gardens need, but this is not 
true. The reason is that rain does 
not fall with the regularity that 
garden plants require. 
When one heavy rain brings 
half the month’s quota of mois­ 
ture, as may happen, the effects 
on the garden may be disastrous 
instead of helpful. When so much 
water falls that the roots of 
plants are under water for long 
periods, plants may drown. Roots 
need air as much as moisture, 
and standing water excludes air. 
This is the reason soil should 
be porous, allowing water and 
air to enter it freely. When wa­ 
ter floods soil briefly, the plants 
are not injured, and as water 
drains away, air enters. 
The 
roots are stimulated to grow in 
pursuit of the receding mois­ 
ture, and they find new plant 


food in deeper soil at the same 
time. 
This perhaps oversimple ex­ 
planation of the problem will 
indicate the pattern that am a­ 
teurs should follow in irrigating 
their gardens. Use the garden 
hose to soak the soil whenever 
rain does not provide 1 inch of 
water each week. For some rea­ 
son, it takes more water from a 
hose, to produce the same ef­ 
fect as a 1-inch rainfall. Perhaps 
atmospheric humidity is the ex­ 
planation, since the air is dry 
when you irrigate. There is no 
convenent way for the amateur 
to measure irrigation, except by 
making sure the soil is wet six 
inches deep by each application. 
In the vegetable garden it is 
always best to apply the water 
directly to the soil surface, rath­ 
er than sprinkling the leaves of 
the plants. When you must sprin­ 
kle do it while the sun is shining, 
so that the leaves will dry before 
nightfall, because fungus growth 
is stimuated when leaves remain 
damp long. 
The best method of applying 
water directly to the soil is by 
using a canvas hose which leaks 
at every pore, and distributes the 
water evenly over the length of 
the hose. 
If soluble plant food is to be 
applied to the leaves of your 
garden plants, do it in the sun­ 
shine. The addition of a spread­ 
ing agent to the plant food solu­ 
tion is recommended to increase 
absorption by the leaves. Such 
spreaders are sold for mixing 
with insecticide sprays 
Skim 
milk is also used for this purpose 
by farmers.

Management of Water Can 
Make or Ruin a Garden 


A Canvas Hose Leaking Through Its Mesh Acts as a Portable 
Irrigation Ditch. 


The most important garden im­ 
plement during the summer is 
the garden hose, m d the most 
important task for the gardener 
s using it properly. 
Home gardens are grown in 
iractice under irrigation and 
an be made immune from the 
.'feds of drouth. Farm irriga- 
on, 
which began in 
desert 
reas, is now spreading through­ 
out the country, since it has been 
>roved to provide profitable in­ 
surance against a lack of rain. 
In the garden the hose should 
be used to provide water when­ 
ever sufficient rain does not fall 
as needed. 
Research workers 
generally agree that the amount 
of water required by gardens is 
one Inch each week. Comparing 
these figures it would seem that 
in many sections normal rain 
should provide almost all the wa­ 
ter gardens need, but this is not 
true. The reason is that rain does 
not fall with the regularity that 
garden plants require. 
When one heavy rain brings 
half the month’s quota of mois­ 
ture, as may happen, the effects 
on the garden may be disastrous 
instead of helpful. When so much 
water falls that the roots of 
plants are under water for long 
periods, plants may drown. Roots 
need air as much as moisture, 
and standing water excludes air. 
This is the reason soil should 
be porous, allowing water and 
air to enter it freely. When wa­ 
ter floods soil briefly, the plants 
are not injured, and as water 
drains away, air enters. 
The 
roots are stimulated to grow in 
pursuit of the receding mois­ 
ture, and they find new plant 


food in deeper soil at the same 
time. 
This perhaps oversimple ex­ 
planation of the problem w’ill 
indicate the pattern that am a­ 
teurs should follow in irrigating 
their gardens. Use the garden 
hose to soak the soil whenever 
rain does not provide I inch of 
water each week. For some rea­ 
son. it takes more water from a 
hose, to produce the same ef­ 
fect as a 1-inch rainfall. Perhaps 
atmospheric humidity is the ex­ 
planation, since the air is dry 
when you irrigate. There is no 
convenent way for the amateur 
to measure irrigation, except by 
making sure the soil is wet six 
inches deep by each application. 
In the vegetable garden it is 
always best to apply the water 
directly to the soil surface, rath­ 
er than sprinkling the leaves of 
the plants. When you must sprin­ 
kle do it while the sun is shining, 
so that the leaves will dry before 
nightfall, because fungus growth 
is stimuated when leaves remain 
damp long. 
The best method of applying 
water directly to the soil is by 
using a canvas hose which leaks 
at every pore, and distributes the 
water evenly over the length of 
the hose. 
lf soluble plant food is to be 
applied to the leaves of your 
garden plants, do it in the sun­ 
shine. The addition of a spread­ 
ing agent to the plant food solu­ 
tion is recommended to increase 
absorption by the leaves. Such 
spreaders are sold for mixing 
with insecticide sprays 
Skim 
milk is also used for this purpose 
by farmers.

Put Clouds in Your Picture 


C LOUDS in the sky don t always 
mean gray days. Often they are 
fleecy w hite and billowy, adding 
beauty to a clear blue sky 
They may play a big part tn 
m aking us decide to picture a cer­ 
tain scene— and it is disappointing 
to find that the finished picture is 
com pletely cloudless. To avoid such 
disappointm ent, you use a simple 
filter. It’s know n as a sky filter 
an d will go a long way tow ard 
giving your scenic snapshots a 
professional touch. You can use 
one on practically any camera. 
Of course, the filter doesn t put 
clouds in your picture by magic 
The principle on which it works is 
sim ple and straightforw ard. The 
filter lets all the light through to 
the lens of the cam era, with the 
exception of some of the blue light 
from the sky, which it absorbs 
By cutting out some of the blue 
light, the sky 
is darkened and 
thus the clouds become more o u t­ 
standing. 


While we re on the subject of 
accessory items- there are others 
which can also be used most effec­ 
tively even in the most casual 
snapshooting In common with the 
sky filter, they have the ad v an ­ 
tage of being easy to use and in­ 
expensive. One of the most im por­ 
tant of these, as I’ve pointed out 
in previous columns, is the close- 
up attachm ent A nother is the auto 
release, which allows everyone to 
be in the picture. You place the 
camera on a tripod or other solid 
support, find your picture in the 
viewfinder, set the auto release,
